Co-op Supermarket Now Holds 
20-year Lease for Store Facility 


The annual meeting of the 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative 
(GCC, but better known as the 
Co-op) was held on November 3. 
Two major announcements were 
forthcoming: the co-op 1s still in 
good financial shape and a new 
20-year lease has been signed 
with the building owners. In 
addition, current board members 
Tom Moran and Joe Timer were 
reelected to the board of direc- 
tors. The Greenbelt Climate Ac- 
tion Network was presented with 
the Jim Cassels Award. 

Lease Issues 

At last year’s annual meeting, 
Timer, GCC treasurer, announced 
that SCAN, which held the mas- 
ter lease to the building, was not 
exercising its option to continue 
the lease with Glen Burnie Prop-

erties, the building owner. The 
U.S. Post Office, the Greenbelt 
Arts Center (GAC) and the Co-op 
held sub-leases from SCAN. 

After months of negotiations, 
the Co-op is now master owner 
of the building lease, collecting 
rent from GAC and assisting in 
finding a renter for the now-emp- 
ty post office space, according 
to Dorrie Bates, GCC president. 
As part of the lease agreement, 
the Co-op does not have to pay 
rent for the empty space until 
it is sub-let. The Co-op board 
is looking into potential uses or 
renters for the space. 

Bates commented that the rent 
is going up significantly and the 
new lease presents more chal- 
lenges, like a “hydra — answer 
one question and five more pop

up.” One question is whether 
the Co-op itself should use the 
available space on the lower 
level. Any type of activity that 
goes there would have to be self 
Supporting since the Co-op has 
no extra money for a new proj- 
ect now. For several years there 
have been discussions on renova- 
tions but the uncertainty of the 
lease put modernization on the 
back burner. Now the lease is 
settled but the question concern- 
ing the empty space looms. 

Regarding member sugges- 
tions that the Co-op investigate 
expanding into the space, the 
board warned that once the space 
is rented for the first time, it ap- 
pears that the Co-op will begin 
being responsible for the rent. If 
the business fails, the Co-op will 
have to keep paying the rent. 

The board is actively investi- 
gating possibilities and the mem- 
bership asked to be informed of 
any serious ideas. The board re- 
minded the members that they are 
welcome to attend the monthly 
board meetings. 

Treasurer’s Report 

Joe Timer stated that the Co- 
op is an $11 million business but 
that “margins are razor thin.” In 
the last fiscal year, every store 
department showed an increase 
with the exception of the meat 
department which had a slight 
loss. 

He stated that GCC will have 
control of the property for the 
next 20 years and that “we con- 
trol our destiny.” However, rent 
has gone up approximately 23

Magnolia’s Marcus Lampkin 
Is Motivated Simply by Love

“You can’t be motivated to 
teach because of money; you 
have to be motivated by love. 
Children can see your emotions 
and they are a reflection of you,” 
says Marcus Lampkin, 4th grade 
teacher. When I met Lampkin 
at Magnolia Elementary School 
in Lanham, I thought he was 
an administrator, confident and 
impeccably dressed in a golden 
brown suit. 

Lampkin is a Howard Uni- 
versity graduate with a degree in 
psycho-educational studies (hu- 
man development, in laymen’s 
terms, he informs me) and has a 
teaching certificate. 

When asked how many years 
he has been teaching, Lampkin, 
a Washington, D.C., native and a 
Prince George’s County resident 
since age eight, takes a moment 
and counts the class photos dis- 
played over the bulletin board.

A2 Rating on City’s 
Bonds Is Reaffirmed 

A review of the City of Green- 
belt’s finances and debt rating has 
been completed by Moody’s In- 
vestors Services, reaffirming the 
city’s prior rating of A2, done in 
the 1990s. 

The A2 rating is assigned to 
the City of Greenbelt’s $6.6 mil- 
lion in general bonds outstanding, 
secured by the city’s unlimited ad 
valorem tax pledge. 

The city has experienced a 
steady 5.3 percent average annual 
growth in full valuation since Fis- 
cal Year 2002, increasing the tax 
base to $1.6 billion as of Fiscal 
Year 2007 according to Moody’s 
report. Wealth levels approxi- 
mate state norms and remain 
solidly above national medians, 
with a 1999 per capita income 
equal to 99 percent of the state 
and 117 percent of the U.S. Full 
value per capita was $71,412 in 
FY07. The residential population 
has remained relatively constant 
since 1990. 

Debt service costs comprised a 
manageable 4.6 percent of Fiscal 
Year 2006 operating expenditures 
and all of the city’s outstanding 
general obligation debt will be 
repaid within 10 years.

“Love & War” Performed at Arts Center

Love and war, perennial top- 
ics, are the focus of the play 
opening on Friday, December 7 
with a special preview Thursday, 
December 6 at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center. 

“Love & War: the Bard’s 
Women” is an original produc- 
tion showcasing the heroines of 
numerous Shakespearean plays 
in a montage of famous and not- 
so-famous speeches by women in 
Shakespeare’s plays. 

War among nations, war and its 
impact on the family, war between 
the sexes, woman as peacekeeper 
are themes as contemporary today 
as when Shakespeare wrote the 
lines centuries ago. 

His most famous play on love 
“Romeo and Juliet” is the basis 
of the second half, where lines 
from that play are both humor- 
ously and poignantly used to an- 
swer questions posed by modern 
teens and lovers in a segment 
based on the book “Letters to 
Juliet.” 

In the first half lead actress 
Hilary Kacser moves through 11 
various roles and ages. She plays 
an old hag (beginning with Hecate 
— a mythical protectress of witches 
from “Macbeth”), an ingénue and 
back to middle age, while ably as- 
sisted by three women who drape 
her, move the set pieces, dance 
and play bit parts. 

The effect is not focused on 
plot lines but on the myriad ar- 
chetypes that personify women 
and their lives, roles, concerns 


Reflections Art

Creativity is blooming at 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
(GES) this fall. For the first 
time the school is participating in 
the National PTA’s “Reflections” 
art program and the children 
are having a lot of fun creating 
sculptures, paintings, collages and 
other art works with the help of 
local artist and second-grade par- 
ent Elizabeth Morisette. 

Since Morisette volunteered 
to lead the program at Greenbelt 
Elementary, she has put in many 
hours both doing the adminis- 
tration required and going into 
classrooms to help the children get 
started on their artwork. Materials 
are provided by the school and 
the PTA or donated from other 
sources. After the Greener Green- 
belt Charrette, which took place 
at Greenbelt Elementary School, 
Morisette was happy to take the 
leftover markers and other art sup- 
plies to use for this program. 

The Reflections program began 
over 30 years ago, the idea of a 
Colorado PTA president, and aims 
to give opportunities for children 
to express themselves artistically 
and to receive positive recognition 
for their work. Since then mil- 
lions of children have taken part in 
the program, experimenting in the 
arts and expressing creatively what 
they have learned in the classroom. 
They can submit art works in any 
of four categories: literature, musi- 
cal composition, photography and 
the visual arts (including dance, 
drawing, painting, print making and

and affairs, particularly in times 
of war. 

The show was created by Jen- 
nifer Crooks, who not only wrote 
and directs the performance, but 
also plays young Juliet in the 
second half. Conceived while 
Crooks was a student at the Stu- 
dio Theatre Acting Conservatory, 
a three-year training program for 
professional actors in Washington, 
she subsequently teamed up with 
Kacser after they performed to- 
gether in another play. 

Crooks set out to design an 
ensemble performance which 
highlighted both the physical as 
well as vocal range of the cast 
members. Using a bare stage 
and simple props and forms, the 
show is part classical theater, part 
modern-dance, in keeping with 


the classical versus contemporary 
nature of the text. 

Crooks’ director’s notes read: 
“Women speak two languages — 
one of which is verbal,” a quote 
attributed to Shakespeare which 
she says “sums up” her approach 
to this work. 

Show’s Premier 

The show premiered as part of 
the 2007 Capital Fringe Festival, 
which produces plays by emerg- 
ing artists in the Washington, 
D.C., area. In addition to Kacser 
and Crooks, Mike Wong from the 
original cast reprises his role as 
Romeo on Greenbelt’s stage. 

New to the show are Lisa 
Hill-Corley, another graduate of 
the Studio Conservatory, and two

collage). These are judged at the 
school level, then go on to compete 
at the state and national level.

I knew upon entering Howard 
that I wanted to work with chil- 
dren, so I chose a broad major to 
afford me an opportunity to work 
with children in some form or 
another in the future.” 

When asked what he likes best 
about teaching, he says, “Having 
the opportunity to leave a deposit 
in someone else’s life; that’s it in 
a nutshell.” 

Lampkin has 30 students this 
year. On average he has 24 or 
25 students, which is a little 
more manageable, he says — “five 
students make a big difference.” 

Regarding the challenges of 
teaching, Lampkin responds, 
“Wow, everything, it is hard to 
know where to begin. Not tak- 
ing things personally as a teacher 
is a challenge. When children 
are reluctant to do things that 
you want them to do, you have 
to realize that they are children. 
As a teacher you must love the 
children you serve. You have to 
love and give of yourself, looking 
beyond your own selfish inter- 
ests. It’s a balancing act. You 
can’t wear your emotions on your 
sleeve. When you hear, ‘I don’t 
like you,’ from Billie or Suzy or 
Johnny, you have to say, ‘Well 
that’s too bad’ and move on.” 

“My hope for my students is 
to live above the stereotypes. I 
hope that, me being a young 
black male, the ideas perpetuated 
by the media — radio, television 
and film — are seen as a con- 
trast to my students when they 
hear me speak correctly and see 
that I am cordial to others. My 
students are surprised and they 
tend to express their surprise in 
their writing assignments. They 
write, ‘I have a man teacher.’ 
This hopefully shatters their mis- 
conceptions of how you ought to 
conduct yourself, hopefully they 
see that you should speak correct- 
ly, be cordial and learn to interact 
well with all people regardless 
of color. I hope they hold their 
heads up high and are proud of 
who they are. If you live above 
the stereotypes, then you will be 
successful,” Lampkin says.

When asked what is challeng- 
ing about teaching, McCormick 
responds with a smile, “I figured 
that would be a question; there 
are a few things. The pressure 
on us to meet state test demands 
in a short time. If we had more 
time, all the students would get it. 
Parental support is a challenge, 
because we sometimes don’t get 
enough of it and it would make a 
difference. Parents that come in 
(for conferences) are helpful. 

“If a child is not doing well, 
then parents may be resistant to 
coming in when they really need 
to go over strategies with me to 
help their children. Maybe par- 
ents are embarrassed. 

“One parent last years, whose 
child was reading below grade 
level was there all the time bring- 
ing in materials. This parent was 
always supportive and by the end 
of the year his child was reading 
at grade level.” 

McCormick says, “My hope is 
that my students will just continue 
to succeed, to progress. I know 
they won’t each do it at the same 
level. Whether they are perform- 
ing above grade level or below, I 
see growth in each one of them, 
socially and academically.” 

Recently McCormick gave a 
lesson on stars and comets and 
she told her students: “‘I want 
you to soar, reach for the stars.’ 
I want growth and progress for 
all of them. I don’t want anyone 
not to grow with me. I am not 
necessarily talking about state test 
scores. If a student couldn’t write 
a sentence and now they can, 
that’s great. I desire that they just 
keep growing a little more.” 

When asked whether Magnolia 
is a diverse school, McCormick 
replies, “Magnolia is an ethni- 
cally diverse school, where the 
majority of students are African 
American. Within the African 
American population there are 
different cultures; some students’ 
families are recently immigrated 
from London or Africa.” Mc- 
Cormick continues, “I have my 
students bring to class things 
to share, like a garment from 
their country of origin. We learn 
from each other, not just the 
textbooks.”

Beauchamp enlisted Williamson’s 
help with the special 25-year his- 
tory of the News Review. After 
that Williamson was hooked. 
Over the next several years she 
traded the editor’s position with 
Dorothy Sucher, depending on 
which woman was having a baby 
at the time. There were 39 edi- 
tors in the first 25 years of the 
paper. 

Why has she lasted this long? 
Fellow staffer and former city 
manager Jim Giese bluntly com- 
mented, “She must like it.” 

She says, “It is still a thrill to 
watch the process go from zero 
to 100 within two days. I read 
everything two or three times 
and I still want to read the paper 
when it comes out,” she says. 

Williamson enjoys the weekly 
challenge of producing what she 
calls a finished product every 
week. Sometimes she thinks 
about stepping down. She 
dreams about spending more 
time in her garden or designing 
ads “or just having more time to 
be creative.” 

When she started on the news- 
paper, the city had a population 
of 7,479 and the Boxwood subdi- 
vision was advertised as “Coming 
Soon.” During her tenure the 
paper has grown from four pages 
to 16 and sometimes 24. 

Meanwhile the staff has pro- 
gressed from using manual type- 
writers to computers. The office 
has moved from the cramped 
basement of the Parkway Apart- 
ments to spacious quarters in the 
Community Center. Most impor- 
tantly, the production has gone 
from hot type with hand-set ads 
to an all-electronic process. 

Family’s View 

Her family has not always 
been happy about the long hours 
she has spent at the News Review 
office. She and her husband Jim 
had raised Carolyn, Peter and 
Margaret in a three bedroom GHI 
house on Ridge Road. 

“My children were resentful 
sometimes,” she acknowledges. 
“It wasn’t like a 9 to 5 job that 
other parents had. It was per- 
vasive in the household,” she 
admits. 

People called her at home at 
all hours of the day and night. 
“It seemed to the family I was 
involved in the paper 24 hours a 
day,” she adds. “But now,” she 
thinks, “my family recognizes 
the contribution I make to the 
community and they are generally 
supportive.” 

The task of putting out a 
newspaper every week is com- 
pounded by the challenge of 
bringing together a diverse group 
of volunteers who are able to 
work well with each other. 
“Sometimes you have to be very 
accepting of what people can 
do,” she says. “It is not feasible 
to tell people we don’t need their 
help.” 

Many News Review staff- 
ers agree that Williamson has a 
special skill in managing people. 
Long time news editor Elaine 
Skolnik states that Williamson’s 
temperament makes her a “top 
notch editor.” 

Lynn Eppard, pre-print con- 
tractor, credits Williamson with 
incredible patience. “She has a 
keen understanding of everyone’s 
personality and ability. She is 
able to be encouraging and in- 
structive at the same time,” she 
notes. “She puts out plenty of 
fires by encouraging rather than 
criticizing,” she adds. 

If an angry citizen storms into 
the News Review office, William- 


son feels compelled to escort the 
person into the hallway. “TI feel 
very protective of other people 
in the office,” she explains. She 
says she never takes criticism of 
the paper personally. “People 
have legitimate gripes,” she af- 
firms “and we publish them in the 
Letters to the Editor’ column. 

She says she has faith in the 
readers’ ability to discern whether 
the criticisms are justified or not. 
“We only draw the line when 
people’s opinions are hurtful to 
others,” she observes. 

Eppard maintains that Wil- 
liamson rarely shows evidence of 
an ego. Giese stated that, “She 
lets stuff slough off her. People 
complain, but she doesn’t get 
upset.” 

She herself explains that 
“Some people are hurt by criti- 
cism but you learn things from 
confrontation.” 

At the paper’s annual meeting 
recently Giese jokingly introduced 
Williamson as “editor for life.” 
Nevertheless, she worries about 
what will happen in the next 10 
years. Five of the newspaper’s 
key staff people are over 80 years 
old. “My husband has been tell- 
ing me for years that I need to 
be training my replacement,” she 
laughs ruefully. 

Paper’s Future 

She recognizes that changes 
will occur. Some people have 
pressed for the paper to be avail- 
able online. She doesn’t see that 
happening soon. “Making major 
changes in how we do things 
is difficult,” she acknowledges. 
While an online newspaper may 
be part of the future, she feels cer- 
tain that a paper copy will always 
be available. She still marvels at 
the electronic production process. 
“The print shop is 50 miles away 
and all communication with them 
is electronic,” she says. “Also, 
we have multiple back-ups. Every 
story and photo and ad is on a 
disk or CD,” she says. 

She remembers the time years 
ago when the copy for an en- 
tire issue flew off the back of 
someone’s motorcycle on the 
way to the print shop and the 
staff had to re-create everything 
from scraps of paper and notes 
dug out of the trash cans. She 
is proud that the News Review 
has never missed a publication 
date. She is grateful, too, for 
the help of community members 
and her husband for their techno- 
logical skills when glitches occur 
with computers, emails and fax 
machines. 

The Williamsons moved to 
their present house on Lakeside 
Drive in 1998. They enjoy visits 
from their three grown children, 
their spouses and nine grandchil- 
dren. Their grandniece, Sophia 
Kean, who came to live with 
them when she was six years old, 
is now in a Florida college. 

Jim Williamson retired from 
his job at NASA more than 10 
years ago. While she escapes 
to their mountain house in North 
Carolina on occasion and takes 
vacations now and then and 
sometimes has medical issues that 
require rest, Mary Lou doesn’t 
think too seriously about retire- 
ment. Not yet. 

For 70 years the Greenbelt 
News Review has flopped on the 
doorstep of most households in 
the city every Friday (although it 
has a Thursday dateline). Mary 
Lou Williamson has presided as 
editor for more than half of those 
years. Her legacy in the commu- 
nity is intertwined with its contin- 
ued successful publication.

percent and real estate taxes may 
double in the next three years. 

This year’s patronage refund 
totaled $32,000 for members of 
the cooperative. Timer stated that 
the store has given out $1.5 mil- 
lion in patronage refunds over the 
last 25 years. In addition, last 
year approximately $24,000 was 
deposited into employees’ retire- 
ment plans. There are currently 
about 7,200 active members of 
the Co-op and three-quarters of 
all sales are made to members. 

Manager’s Report 

Bob Davis, long-time man- 
ager of the Co-op, commented 
that “we are in for an interesting 
year.” Operating expenses are 
rising sharply, including rent and 
utilities. According to Davis, the 
last year was a “successful, not 
terrific, not awful, year.” 

Now that the lease is settled, 
he is looking into getting updated 
estimates on remodeling. He 
projects that a comprehensive 
remodel will cost $1 million. 


Since being a nonprofit coopera- 
tive makes it difficult to accrue 
reserves, he noted that the Co-op 
would need to borrow the money 
to remodel. 

Referring to the lower level of 
the building, Davis indicated that 
it could cost $250,000 to remodel 
it for the Co-op’s use, excluding 
inventory. He feels that mem- 
bers must be very cautious about 
the Co-op’s taking on the empty 
space. 

Davis stated that the Co-op 
website should be updated and 
expanded by the end of the cal- 
endar year with weekly ads and 
a calendar of events. He 1s plan- 
ning food samplings, in-store 
cooking demonstrations and spe- 
cial sales. 

In response to a question on 
getting more people to shop at 
the Co-op, Bates commented that 
it is hard to get across “the moat” 
we exist in, referring to the cen- 
ter city being surrounded by ma- 
jor roads. “It’s a great moat but 


hard to get to outside people.” 

Davis commented that all of 
the local chain stores are seeking 
to expand in this “very competi- 
tive business.” He said that he 
tries to “cram” as many products 
as he can into the store to appeal 
to everyone. 

Cassels Award 

Stephen Kane, founding mem- 
ber of the Greenbelt Climate 
Action Network, was presented 
a $1,000 grant from the Co-op. 
It is named for long-time Co-op 
member Jim Cassels in recog- 
nition of his dedication to the 
Co-op and is given by the Co- 
op to a local organization that 
contributes to the welfare of the 
community. 

The Greenbelt Climate Ac- 
tion Network seeks to educate 
residents on how to minimize the 
carbon emission footprint of their 
lives to save the environment. 
Kane indicated that the group 
will use the grant to expand its 
low-carbon diet activities.

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Happy 70th Anniversary 
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Third Quarter Crimes Increase, 
Chief Craze Comments 


During the third quarter of 
this calendar year, the number 
of Class 1 crimes committed in 
Greenbelt increased over numbers 
for the previous two quarters. In 
2006 the commission of Class 1 
crimes slowed during the third 
quarter as compared to those in 
the first two. As a result, the 
number of crimes committed 
this year is only slightly below 
the number committed last year 
(989 vs. 998). 

In comparison, the number 
of crimes committed in the first 
six months of this year was 100 
fewer than those in the first six 
months of 2006. Now, after 
nine months, the difference is 
only nine. 

Class 1 crimes are the most 
serious crimes reported to police. 
They consist of murder, rapes 
robbery and aggravated assault 
(crimes against persons); and 
breaking and entering, larceny 
and motor vehicle theft (crimes 
against property). 

The number of crimes against 
persons this year continues to be 
lower than that in 2006 but only 
by a margin of five. At the end 
of July there were fewer crime 
incidents for six of the seven 
types of Class 1 crimes. 

By the end of September the 
number of aggravated assaults, 
breaking and enterings and rapes 
exceeded that reported for the 
same period a year ago. Only 
in robbery (down 23 percent) 
and motor vehicle theft (down 
17 percent) was there significant 
improvement over the previous 
year’s records. 

By Areas 

Greenbelt West (that part of 
the city west of Kenilworth Av- 
enue) was the location for 60 
percent of city crimes reported 
during the first nine months of 
this year. Based upon popula- 
tion estimates provided by the 
Greenbelt Department of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment, Greenbelt West has 26 
percent of the city population. 

One-third of Greenbelt West 
crimes occurred at Beltway Plaza 
and Greenbelt Metro Station. 
Because of shoplifting, larceny is 
the predominant crime reported 
in commercial areas. The remain- 
ing crimes occurred within the 
Springhill Lake apartment com- 
plex and Capital Office Park. 

In the first nine months there 
were Six rapes, 66 robberies, 27 
ageravated assaults, 63 break- 
ing and enterings, 317 larcenies 
and 112 motor vehicle thefts in 
Greenbelt West, for a total of 
591 reported crimes. 

With an estimated 42 percent 
of the city’s residents, Greenbelt 
Center, the area of the city be- 
tween Kenilworth Avenue and 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way, 1s the largest section of

the city in population. Green- 
belt Center, however, accounts 
for the fewest occurrences of 
crime (15 percent) of the three 
city sections. In the first nine 
months there were two rapes, 
seven robberies, eight breaking 
and enterings, 98 larcenies, 7 
ageravated assaults and 30 motor 
vehicle thefts. 

Greenbelt East accounts for 
23 percent of crimes reported 
this year, currently with 32 per- 
cent of the city’s population. In 
Greenbelt East crime incidents in 
Greenway Center are not main- 
tained separately by the Police 
Department from crimes commit- 
ted in the residential and office 
areas, as 1S the case in Greenbelt 
West with Beltway Plaza. 

Through September there had 
been one murder, one rape, 22 
robberies, 11 aggravated assaults, 
28 breaking and enterings, 146 
larcenies and 37 motor vehicle 
thefts in Greenbelt East. 

Chief Comments 

On November 7 Greenbelt 
Police Chief James Craze posted 
comments on a Greenbelt in- 
ternet chat site responding to 
comments made by Greenbel- 
ter Andy Carruthers, who had 
noted that data published by 
the Maryland State Police in 
its 2006 Uniform Crime Report 
showed that Greenbelt had a 
higher crime rate for robberies 
than did Baltimore City. (How- 
ever, the overall crime rate for 
Greenbelt in 2006 was less than 
Baltimore City.) 

Craze quotes from the same 
publication a cautionary state- 
ment: “Attempts at comparison 
of crime figures between com- 
munities should not be made 
without first considering the 
individual factors present in each 
community.” 

“My take is that Greenbelt 
citizens cooperate a great deal 
more with the police than do 
those in Baltimore where co- 
Operation is anathema to some 
parts of the culture,” Craze said. 
“Baltimore is infamous for its 
lack of support for their police. 
Some segments of the population 
take perverse pride in wearing 
T-shirts that ridicule people who 
interact with law enforcement. 

“The public will engage the 
police only to the degree to 
which it has confidence in law 
enforcement’s ability to do any- 
thing about the problem,” he 
said. “That means that the num- 
ber of robberies in Baltimore 
may be vastly under-reported 
while ours likely are not. That 
factor greatly affects the number 
of reported crimes.” 

Craze pointed out that, ac- 
cording to the state report, crime 
in Greenbelt was similar to crime 
in other county municipalities, 
with 14 having higher crime

rates than Greenbelt and 12 hav- 
ing lower rates. 

Noting that crime in Green- 
belt has fallen 27 percent over 
the past five years, Craze said 
that some people found this hard 
to comprehend. “How can we 
have a falling crime rate when 
so many people are alarmed 
about what is going on?” he 
continued. 

“The answer is the nature of 
crime is changing and has been 
for some time. Not only here 
but everywhere in the metropoli- 
tan area. One only has to turn 
on the TV or pick up a paper to 
know that. 

“While overall crime is fall- 
ing, crime is becoming more 
violent. Crimes against persons 
have risen 15 percent. Robber- 
ies have led the increase with a 
49 percent rise.” 

Aliens at Risk 

Craze cited an aspect of rob- 
beries of particular concern tak- 
ing place here. “We have a 
large and growing undocumented 
alien population who lack tradi- 
tional safeguards to their finances 
due largely to their fear of being 
detected. The thugs who prey 
on these victims know that they 
are easy targets. The number 
of robberies associated with our 
alien population greatly increases 
our robbery rate.” 

Craze said that the police 
have engaged the alien com- 
munity to address the situation. 
Although there has been some 
success, he says, “the problem 
is daunting.” 

“A reasonable person using 
due caution and common sense 
can reduce the likelihood of 
victimization,” Craze conclud- 
ed in his web comments. “In 
most cases crime is the result of 
someone taking the advantage 
of a situation. As with every 
American city, there are places 
in town that are safer than oth- 
ers. Be aware of your surround- 
ings, take sensible precautions 
and you will be less likely to 
become one of the statistics we 
are talking about.”

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Four Cities Share Development News and Policies in Quarterly Meeting

Councilmembers and mayors 
from Greenbelt, Berwyn Heights, 
College Park and New Carrollton 
gathered at the Greenbelt Mu- 
nicipal Building on October 30 to 
hold their quarterly meeting. 

New Carrollton Mayor Andrew 
Hanko began the meeting by re- 
porting his city’s annexation of 
Dresden Green subdivision (south 
of Good Luck Road and west 
of Princess Garden Parkway) as 
well as the opening of the Shera- 
ton Hotel in the New Carrollton 
Center, described as a $60 million 
development. 

Discussion moved on to the 
Greenbelt Middle School and the 
architectural plan called Scheme 
D. College Park and Berwyn 
Heights representatives had indi- 
cated they were not in opposition 
to the modified Scheme D but 
would review the concept with 
their respective councils. 

Greenbelt representatives re- 
ported on a letter dated October 
25 to Lawrence Fryer, Chief Op- 
erating Officer of Prince George’s 
Public Schools, expressing the 
city’s council’s concerns as fol- 
lows: 

1. A public forum should be 
held in the next month or two to 
present the concept to the com- 
munities served by the school 
(Greenbelt, Berwyn Heights and 
College Park). 

2. Safe pedestrian access to the 
proposed building is needed for 
walkers from Berwyn Heights. 

3. A pedestrian connection, 
possibly a covered walkway, 
should be established between

the proposed building and the 
existing historic building that 1s 
to remain. 

4. As currently shown there 
is a great deal of overlap of the 
athletic fields which will cause 
significant wear and tear. The city 
in the past has offered to partner 
with the school system maintain- 
ing the fields in a shared-use 
agreement 

5. The city wants to be in- 
volved in discussions about the 
use of the historic portion of the 
school and any interior renovation 
plans. 

6. Student Capacity — Is the 
building properly sized for its 
likely use and the potential growth 
in the neighborhood? How does it 
fit into the current pre-kindergarten 
through 8 initiative and the Inter- 
national Baccalaureate program? 

7. The bus lot should be buff- 
ered from Greenbelt Road and the 
various uses on the school site. 

8. The number of parking 
spaces should be reduced, plant- 
ing islands provided and other 
measures taken to lessen “heat 
island” effects. 

9. The feasibility of revising 
the proposed building parking 
layout so that the new school 
building can be closer to the re- 
maining historic building should 
be studied. 

10. The original architectural 
elements should be incorporated 
into the new school building. 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
asked its Advisory Committee on 
Education and Advisory Planning 
Board to review Scheme D plans. 
Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis 
requested that Berwyn Heights 
and College Park submit concerns 


as well. 
Transportation 

Discussion then turned to the 
State Consolidated Transporta- 
tion Program 2008-2013 and the 
relative positions of the munici- 
palities. 

Greenbelt had sent a letter to 
Maryland Department of Trans- 
portation Secretary John D. Por- 
cari outlining the city’s positions 
in relation to the Consolidated 
Transportation Program for fis- 
cal years 2008-2013. Council 
supports “targeting funds toward 
local bus and light rail service 
throughout the region.” 

The Purple Line not only sup- 
ports Smart Growth but could 
spur economic development in 
the cities it serves, according to 
the city. Greenbelt believes that 
bus transit can be improved in 
Prince George’s County, particu- 
larly through better coordination 
of The Bus and Metrobus service, 
and supports allocating funds to- 
ward that goal. 

Greenbelt councilmembers fur- 
ther offered their support for the 
U.S. Route 1 Improvement proj- 
ect, indicating that it is vital for 
“improving pedestrian circulation 
and safety.” 

Greenbelt representatives re- 
asserted their opposition to the 
Intercounty Connecter (ICC), 
saying that it represents a “large 
expenditure of funds for a proj- 
ect that will do very little to 
improve the region’s congestion 
problems.” In addition, they 
said, it will cause significant en- 
vironmental damage. There was 
consensus that the ICC funds 
could be used to develop proj- 
ects that better support the long 


term interests of the citizens of 
Greenbelt and Prince George’s 
County. 

Kenilworth Avenue 

The Greenbelt City Council 
reiterated its opposition to the 
Maryland Route 201 Extended 
project. It would extend Ke- 
nilworth Avenue through the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
to South of Laurel. Council- 
members indicated their dissat- 
isfaction that the project is now 
actively being planned. Green- 
belt has requested that the city 
be invited to focus groups and 
team meetings for this project. 
The state and county have been 
attempting to extend Kenilworth 
Avenue for more than 20 years, 
over the objections of residents 
and nearby municipal govern- 
ments. This extension would 
further increase noise and envi- 
ronmental pollution in Greenbelt, 
they claim. 

Greenbelt councilmembers in- 
dicated their support for the State 
Highway Administration Sound 
Barrier Program as a “worthy” 
program and supported its fund- 
ing. As it stands now, the Belt- 
way, the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway, Greenbelt Road and 
Kenilworth Avenue, divide the 
city into multiple sections. 

Greenbelt councilmembers 
also called for improvements on 
Greenbelt Road similar to the 
improvements planned for U.S. 
Route | in College Park to make 
it safe for people and pedestrians, 
as well as cars. Copies of a let- 
ter summarizing these points were 
sent to Senator Paul Pinsky and 
county Councilmembers Ingrid 
Turner and Thomas E. Dernoga. 


Purple Line 

College Park closed the meet- 
ing with a synopsis of their diffi- 
culties in reaching agreement with 
the University of Maryland over 
where the Purple Line should and 
should not go. Patricia Dennison 
from Berwyn Heights said she 
was “baffled” why they didn’t put 
a station on campus. 

Some discussion ensued about 
a police substation in the south 
core of the Metroland develop- 
ment, as well as a meeting with 
Dernoga to see a model of the 
development. 

There was also a brief mention 
of county legislation on “man- 
sionization,” which would trigger 
special county reviews, if the 
square footage of homes increases 
by 25 to 50 percent. 

Councilmember Jack Perry of 
College Park reminded everyone 
of the megalithic Konterra proj- 
ect developing and its potential 
impact on the four cities. 

Greenbelt representatives 
thanked College Park and Berwyn 
Heights for use of their buses for 
the Maryland Municipal League 
conference held in Greenbelt.
